“ BUTCHER ” LOPEZ: RE- 
FUSES TO BE BLINDFOLDED 
From Leuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

MEXICO CITY, Friday. 

The execution yesterday of General 
Jesus Lopez, formerly Chief of the Mexrco 
City Military Police, has removed from 
Mexican life one of the most picturesque 
figures this country has ever known. 

General Lopez was accused of attempt- 
ing to turn his command in the State of 
Michoacan to the revolutionary forces. 
Tall of stature, hard. of face, with the 
swagger of a Prussian Guards officer, 
Lopez seemed all the more imposiiiz be 
cause of his fearful reputatron. 

His friends were few, and even to men- 
tion his name was sufficient to strike 
terror into the hearts of many. During 
his term of office as Chief of Police, he 
was known as “ the butcher,’’ and many 
revolting tales.of his cruelty were whis- 
pered in the cafés of Mexico City. 

He was variously credited with having 
killed five hundred) men with his’! own 
hands, and it was said the nicks in his 
pistol covered the handle.: Most ‘of his 
victims were civil prisoners, accused of 
one crime or another, and the General's 
short and effective methods, doubtless, re- 
lieved the congested courts of much work. 

General Lopez refused to be blind- 
folded. To his credit it must be said that 
he died with grim courage, unafraid, 
mocking and cynical to the last.

The fear that the labour market in 
Great Britain may be flooded by unem- 
ployed immigrants from Ireland was ex- 
pressed by Major Glyn, in a question re- 
cently addressed to the Prime Minister. 
Major Glyn suggested that steps should 
be taken “' fo restrict the number of such 
persons from obtaining employment at 
the expense of persons resident in Great 
Britain.” 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Baldwin), in 
a written answer, states that no separate 
records are ordinarily kept of persons who 
come from Ireland to take up employment 
in Great Britain. He adds—‘‘ Such in- 
formation as is available indicates that 
the recent figures, at any rate, are not of 
a very large order, but in view of the 
Serious unemployment now prevalent in 
Scotland and Northern England the posi- 
tion is being watched.’’

The Catholic doctrine was that, so far 
as holidays of obligation were concerned, 
there should be abstention from unneces- 
sary servile work, but there was nothing 
further removed from servile work than 
the proceedings of the Dail. The Pariia- 
ments of other countries, traditionally 
Catholic, actually sat on Sundays.- There 
was more objectionable political work 
done on Sundays throughout the country 
than was done in the Dail. 

Mr. G. Wolfe (C. nG.) pointed out that 
the Cathole Church Order with regard to 
Holidavs of Obligation was not univers- 
ally observed in the country at all. He. 
wandered off the subject to enter a plea 
that bank clerks, instead of having five 
or six bank holidays at different intervals 
during the year, should have these davs 
all together, so that they could do some- 
thing. 

Mr. Frank Fahy (F.F.) had an open 
mind at the start of the debate, but had 
been inclined to Deputy O’Kelly’s view 
because of the episcopal ex-cathedra 
attitude of the Minister for Education, 
who had lectured Fianna Fail on morals, 
faith and many other things. ‘There was 
a good deal of rationalism and mate- 
rialism growing up in their modern lives, 
and he thought that the decision of the 
Dail not to sit on Church holidays would 
be a gesture to the people that there was 
something more in life than the making 
of money. 

Mr. O'Connell, Labour Leader, said 
that the Dail was a lay assembly, and, 
as such, was not competent to debate the 
matter. Versonally he saw no reason for 
departing from the practice pursued 
during the last seven years. 


LAY PREACHERS. 


‘Mr. Anthony, Cork’s Labour deputy, 
entered the debate with a certain anrount 
of diffidence, following the manifestations 
of piety irém the Fianna Fail leaders. 
There was, to his mind, an atmosphere of 
unreality about the whole discussion—- 
deputies were speaking with their tongues 
in their cheeks in the majority of cases. 
If they felt this great religious zeal, he 
said, they would find plenty of outlet for 
it in Dublin. 

“Let them.” he declared, ‘‘ vo. and 
preach the Gospel all over the city. 
Let them ask the people to observe the 
Commandments, particularly that great 
Commandment, ‘Thou shalt not kill.’ 
Then I will be impressed by their serious- 
ness.”’ 

“There is one thing that we should vet 
out of,’ he continued, “and that 1s the 
cant and humbug and hypocisy that are 
practised by people who say that they are 
the only Catholics in the country, and 
that all the rest are materialists because 
they work on Catholic holidays. We 
ought to adopt the slogan: Away with 
cant, humbug and hypocrisy, and we will 
be doing a good day’s work for the country 
instead of wasting time in this manner.” 

Dr. O'Dowd (F.F.) expressed himself in 
favour of the motion, as he did not see 
why they should not meet on Catholic 
holidays. If they gave these holidays to 
all the servants of the State, he would then 
be prepared to oppose the motion. 


MR. DE VALERA’S VIEW. 


Mr. D. Fitzgerald, Minister for Defence, 
thought the discussion unnecessary. By 
no stretch of the imagination could the 
work of the Dail Se defined as servile 
work.
